A little more than two ycftis aso the west 
vas fluih wlth'lta alr-Uft triumph over tho 
Berlin blockade Imposed )jj the Russians. 
The Kremlin had backed down and called ofl 
Its effort to stifle freedom In the city. 

Western statesmen were understandably 
pleased ttiat the alr-Uft p)ua the economic 
twycott of Soviet Oermany had producted a 
"situation of strength" which the Russians 
fel t-copipelled~to-accept-It-waa-thB - first 
spectacular victory of free men over commua- 
'sm In the cold war.' 

But a look at Berlin today EUggests that 
the triumph was somethlns leu than com- 
plete. Marguerite HlggUu, competent corres- 
pondent of the Hew York Herald Tribune, re- 
visited the city recently and observed many 
disquieting signs. 
- "A "baby blockade" against the export of 
West Berlin's goods has been In progress for 
some time. We are meeting It with a "little 
alr-Ilft," of more than s dozen flights a day. 

MlM Hlgglns found the Berlin press crowd- 
ed with ptorles of Soviet attempts to cripple 
thti cl^s business. Kidnaps of West Berlin's 
■officials -and- citizens by East zone.pollce_.g9. 
on 08 before. 
It.U ewy to. recall, too, that many inter-, 
-ruptions ol-the-clty's-economlo Uffl-have-oo^ 
— curred-ln-the-months-slnce-the-blg blockade 
was lifted. What Miss Hlgglns saw were mere- 
ly-the AuffU5trlSSl,~varlatIon on a constant 
Soviet theme. 

~- And as ihe- pointed- out,-BerlIh- faces-con— 
tlnual harassmenta of this sort In the future. 
3he added: "The West cannot yet claim vic- 
tory In Berlin. It U clear that the Soviet union 
seeks now to do by degrees what It was unable 
"^to "doTjy ontf'dramBtlc blow." - 

Testimony Is generial that the lMB-40 allied 
.boycott of Russian Qermany really was dam- 
aging. And the alr-llft'a success was seriously 
embarrassing to Moscow's prestige. Yet It 
leems clear now that V7a did not .wisely press 
our advantage. 

Wfl were so overjoyed at the fact the Rus- 
sians were willing to back down at al], that we 
failed to make them backtrack enoush. Per- 
haps we weio .^ tnar congratulating our- 
selves at the success of our tactics. We forgot 
" it^e RosslBna sre tireless bargainers,- vho- 
tty to'snatch" partial victory even from 
acknowledged defeat. 

'or'Bmest'RBTrtflnit gartln-belleve s -we- 
should have maintained the ahr-llft and boy- 
. cott a few months longer to heighten our bar- 
gaining power with the Kremlin. Others feel 
uthafDur grear error was in not gettlng-gaar- 
antees of free rood and roll access to Berlin 
bflfore.Il£ting our.eounter-b]ockade meosures.- 
At any rate, the results are dear beyond 
dispute. We did not gain the whole victory. 
Berlin today Is the constant victim of small 
. sieges. The city's predicament Is a cue to 
our persistent failure to understand the Soviet 
' Oonununlst mind. 

Probably it's too late to repalr the damage 
in BerUn. But what has'happened there since 
194& should lie a'sharp lesson to the Amerl- 
. cans sitting across from-thtf <;ommunists at 
Kaesong. 

Once again, oun Is the basic advantage. We 
have won whatever victory can be claimed. 
That the reds are negotiating at all Is proof 

of.that. But_thcyjwlll_aalvaBe_from thclr^der 

feat everything they can squeeze out of us. 
We shnply must not allow ourselves to. bo 
squeezed. "Situations of strength" will avail 
us little If we do not exert tho strength when 
we have it.
